Koheitsen, 
provided the keynote ,»f the sermon 
delivered by lley. |i|-, s I’. Itose at the 
Fnlvorsity Sen lee in Moj se Hall yes- 
terday. lb', K"sc chose the tlimiglit- 
provoklng text. "Hut ir not", from the 
third chapter of Ilia honk of Daniel. 

Yesterday's Was the flint of (ho se- 
ries of monthly University .Services 
held under tho direction of the Ktu- 
dcutn' Chrisllnu Association of Mc- 
Gill University. Dr. F. S. McKenale, 
who recently Joined tho faculty of the 
Fleshy terlnn College, led thu service, 
while Principal Sir Arthur Currlo rend 
the lesson. A choir of men and women 
students led the singing, with Charles 
Dawes at tho organ. 

In announcing his text, “But If not'', 
Dr. Hose recounted tho story of the 
Hebrew youths who had dared to re- 
fuse to bow down to tho Idols of tho 
king, n:nl In consequence suffered 
themselves to be cast into the fiery 
furnace; how they had expressed con- 
fidence that their God was able to save 
them, "but If not,’’ they still would 
refuse to worship any but Hint. 

In times of severe moral crises, said 
Dr, Itose, no considéra’ ion of person- 
al convenience or comfort were en- 
tertained by the greater souls. All 
selfish thoughts of saving life or posi- 
tion wove cast to the Minds In a com- 
plete contempt of consequences. He 
q noted Frederick AV. Itohertson's reply 
on being reproached by a dear old lady 
member of Ills congregation for Ills 
liberal views and Informed of what 
people were saying of hlm. "I don't 
care", had been his characteristic re- 
ply. And "I don't care" was a good 
motto for 11 s when we had moral de- 
cisions to Do made; with a complete 
seorn of popularity and tho crowd. 

But Dr. Hose did not advocate an 
unintelligent and willful contempt ol 
consequences, nor a gambling away of 
life as If It were not a great trust. Jx'ol 
ns a suicide but as a rational and 
spuntancoiis sacrifice, must the choice 
he made. Faith In the final Issuo was 
llm Christian attitude, hut right 
should he clioaen bemuse It was right 
Independent of any hope of reward 
hole or hereafter. It right wore always 
chosen as right, If Hie ways of moral- 
ity were held fast, then, when flic time 
'•ame Hint faith binned low, the cholee 
would still he Ihe Inline. "If Micro he 
no God or no fut urn Mate'", Fredo- 
rli U \V. lioljortson had said, "even then
